Washinqton, March 18. — Tha ooneur- 
rent reaolution for the iareetlntloa of 
immignttton matten wee kid mCoto Ihe 

senate yp«terda7 with the two house 
amendments extetnling the investigation 
to the purchase of American induatriea 
by foreign oi^tital, and to tho uae of 
Bedloea laUnd in Now Tofk haibor M 
an immig^tion depot 

Mr. Bdmunda said he had reoelred a 
letter from tlie secretary of the treasury 
on tbe aubject of Bedloea Island. The 
letter was Mad by the clerk. It stated 
that the KMBOval of the immigration 
station froni Outle Garden waa eMential 
to the good administriition of the immi- 
gration laws; that Bedloe^i Island waa 
the best obtainable place for a new 
depot, and that the leoretary would not 
conatrae the proposed amendment aa an 
expression of conj^ress tliat theire should 
bo a!j\' iiitcrriijttioii of the preparations 
for tlie (jlianj^f. 

3Ir. Chttudler moved a concurrence in 
the house ameudmenti and that a oon- 
ferenc^ be aaked. 

Mr. McPheraon oppoaed the motion 
niid cli;iracti ri/.('d tho iiroims d i ssiablish- 
iiu'iil (if an iiiiiiiit^ratiini slatiun on Hedloes 
Island as an unwarnintal)lt' proceeding. 
He said that when the statue of liberty 
waa erected there it waa on the pledge, 
( it tier cxpreHaed'Or implied, that I'edlcHja 
Island would never be u.sod for any pur- 
pose of a loniiin'icial (_'lifiracter. He sug- 
gcsti'd that mils Island mi^lit Ik; taken 
as an immigration station. 

Mr. KvarUs said that it was tiot n(>c(*s- 
eary for him to say that ■A-ii it rcinon- 
8triin(!es he couM make on the subject 
he had made. He suggested to Mr. 
Chandler tliat the e;isiest way to have 
the (jueation disposed of would be to 
concur in the hou^e amendmetits, and to 
have the matter promptly ini mired into. 

Mr. Chandler withdrew toe motion, 
and moved a concurrence in the houae 
amendments. The motion wae agreed 
to, and so the conourrent reaolutioii haa 
paaaed both houaea. 

The teeolutioa to aarahide fkom the 
record the interpolationa made by Mr. 
Call in the report of the dlacuaaion with 
Hr. Chandler waa agreed to. reaf M, naya 
14. Four DpmoorMi voted ui the aArm- 
atire, ns: Meaars. FayM,>^Bgli, TiBoa 
and CookreU. 

The senate then proceeded to the con- 
sideration of the resolution reported on 
the lOlh of February, declaring that it is 
competent for the senate to elect a presi- 
dent pro tem. who shall hold tlie oiti(;e 
during tlk-e ijleaiiiire of tbe senate and 
until another i/s eltx'ted, and shall exe- 
cute the duties thereof when the vice 
president is absent. 

Mr. (icorge made an argument against 
the re»olution on conirtitutiorLiU grounds, 
holding up the invariable precedent of 
the sepute in support of his views. The 
oonstnution, he said, was to be set aside 
for a mere matter of convenience. Dur- 
ing the course of Mr. Qewge'a remarks 
the hour of 2 o'clock having arrived, the 
educational bill came up as unfinished 
busineea and Mr. Plumb called on Mr. 
Blair for an indioation of tbe time when 
a vote on the bill oould be taken. Noan- 
derstanding waa reached at that time 
and Mr. George waa allowed to oonclade 
his remarks. Then tbe matter of flxteg 
a day for taking a vote on the ednoa- 
tional bill was again taken up and Mr. 
Blair said that a vote could be reached 
piobably on Thursday or Kridav of next 
W(wk. After some discussion Thursday, 
March 20, was fixed upon, the general 
debate to close at Q odcK-k on that day, 
Mr. IJIair to have the lkK)r for not more 
than ()ne hour fi llowiug, and (!el)ate to 
ContiniK* then under the five-minute rule 
until a vole is taker. Mr. Plumb, how- 
ever, gave notice that he would move 
Monday to take up some other measure 
and to set aside the I'.lair bill. 

Mr. Plumb moved an amendment to 
Rule 80, to provide that all votes taken 
in secret session, whether yea and nay 
vot«s or otherwise, ahall be made public 
at the close of the session at which they 
were cast. The motion wai referred to 
the committee on rules. 

Ck^Dbideration of the resolution in re- 
gard to tbe nreaident pro tem. waa re- 
sumed, and Mr. Tiupie moved an 
amendment, which was aooepted by Mr. 
Evarts, making it read that the presi- 
dent pro tem. shall hold office "during 
all future absences of the vice presi- 
dent." 

Mr. Ttirpie made anurguini ii! in fa\ or 
of th(! resolution. He was followed liy 
Mr. Kvarts. sitid tha' (he r.'sohilion 
merelv dei lai'cd the I (iiii|)ei«'ncc of the 
nenate to choose a perniaivnt pr(^sident 
who sluadd take the ( hair in the alv 
sence of the vict; president, and it did 
not pre. hide tlie Henat(3 limiting tiie 
election to the then absence of the vice 
president, if it taw lit. The resolution 
was till II agreed to. 

The educational bill was then taken 
up, and Mr. Ueorge spoke in support of 
of tlie bill. He regarded the measure as 
a generous offer made by the northern 
states to the southern states. He would 
not ask alms for tlte people of Missis- 
sippi, but he would not go into the 
spurnmg business as the senator of West 
Virginia (Mr. Faulkubr) hod done a few 
weeks a.s.o when he got on his high 
horse and projiosed lo spurn bribes, and 
all Ml it .''ort of thing.

He then branched off into adefenaeof 
the white people of the south, and a 
criticbm of those who stir up dissensions 
at the south for political purposes. 

Mr. Soars, sjx^aking in support of the 
bill, said that the measure was dearer to 
his heart than anything else proposed or 
discussed before the American ueople. 
If he could be assured that the hill 
would become a law, and that tbe great 
consequences would result from it which 
he exp«'ct«<l to result, he would be will- 
ing to go out of public life to-morrow 
and never lo be again h«'ard of among 
his coimtrymen. 

The debate then took a sectional turn, 
Mr. George anruLng that the act for the

Finally the discussion came to a dose, 
and after a short executive SiMlOB the 
senate at 6 p. m. adjourne d.

Bills wen^ nlso p.-wsed granting the 
right of way thnnigb the ISiwseton and 
VVahi)*!fon In»1i;ui reservation in Dakota 
to the Chicago, Milwaukee and 8t. Paul 
railway company, and extending the 
time of payment to purchasers ot land 
from the Dmaha Indians in Nebraska. 

Mr. Cannon, of Illinois, from the com- 
mittee on rules, reporte<l a resolution set- 
ting aside to-day for the consideration of 
the Oklahoma bil,l the final vote to be 
taken at 4 o'clock. After a brief discus- 
ciission of the resolution, during which 
Mr. Hooker, of Miaaissippi, said ne waa 
opiKjsed to the committee on rulea using 
its autocratic power to bring in special 
rules applicable to special measures.

Kankakrk, 111., March 18.— The wifo 
of a well known Kankakee county 
farmer has just oodduded ft aalf'taa* 
po^ed fast of forty days, during whiak 
not a mouthful of nourishment paaaed 
her lipw. The motive which incited this 
remarkable f;i.st had its origin iti an ab- 
normal condition of mind, growing out 
of years of ill-health. Her fam I v are 
naturally a\erse fco parading tli. ..unily 
skeleton, which necessitateeconsi lerable 
re«ei ve in writiaff Of tlM ftCtaii for pabli* 
cation. 

There are but few cases on n cord of 
an entire abstention from food for so 
long a period. Dr. Tanner's is the most 
prominent and best remembered on ac- 
count of tlie publicity given it by him- 
aelf and tlie preaa. In the present oaao 
the lady seems to be wholly unaware 
that she has accomplished a miraculoua 
performance, and even at the end of the 
forty days she resnmed eating only at 
the eftineit eoHcitfttton of her family and 
after pmyerful consideration. It ia Qjiila 
probable that she would have delibw 
atoiy starved herself had she not been 
impressed with tiie thought that tba 
Savior fasted forty days. 

During the fant she gradually lost 
streagtli until site was unable to walk 
without .'kssistance. Exojpt dining the 
bust tive or six da\s. sh«' nat uj) (>very 
day in a ruckiug chair, conversing witn 
h(<r family and vidtors iu a ratioaal man- 
ner on ordin iry s.jbjerts. I tin ■ sub- 
ject of eating, however, siir was oh.lur- 
ate, and any illusion to a breaking of her 
fast was met- wit!i sullen <)h-,;ina. -y. Tho 
neigl 1 1 ors prepared and brought in teinpt- 
hig di-hcs. hoping to induce her to pur- 
take, hut she was proof against tempta- 
tion aa well as urgument. 

She has since said that she liad no de- 
sire for food at anv time, with tlie ex- 
ception of two or three occasions when 
the odor of a preparing meal was quite 
inviting. She drank water frequently 
in moderate quantities. Her sleep waa 
more or less distui'bed' at night, oeins 
broken by seasons of wakefulness and 
tueasy tua^ings. 

As the result of taking no food in tho 
stomach, one function of the system waa 
entirely suspended during tlic fast. Her 
first meal at the end of forty days was 
corn meal gruel, taken in small ijuan- 
titv. 

With(;uf any spe(^ ial ndish or ajfjietite, 
she cont nued tins diet for a couple of 
^ays, adding to it milk and bn^id, until 
now she is eating cuniparatively heavy 
food and regaining her usual strength.

Snob waa the aingolar and sudden fate 
that laat night oveHook T. J. Bel* 

gart, a Special PeMsioii Ezarainer who 
bad been making bia headquarters in this 
city for some tinie. 

The deceased c«me to Maysville Hbout 
six mouths ago, and soon won many 
warm friends by bia genial disposition 
and afTahie manners, among them MHssrs. 
A. A. Wadswortb, Horatio Fiukliu and 
J. Ballanger. 

He invited these iteotlemen to lunch 
with him last evening at his rooms in 
the balldiag that Mies Ann MoKay bss 
charxe of ou the north side of Third 
atrt-et, between Market and Court. It 
waa a little late— about 9:80 o'clock— 
when the party sat down tit the spread 
that bad been prepared for them. 

Mr. Reig^rt bad taken but a few 
mouthsful when he was suddenly seized 
with a fit of severe cuuxhini;. He rose 
from bis seat and stepped to the wash- 
stand. Hjs friends went to hisassistance, 
thinkintt he had been suddenly taken 
sick. They saw then that he was stranitliug. 
O.ie of tliem, Mr. Fickiin, be|j;an pound- 
in(; him on the back to assist him in re- 
lieving himself of the obstruction, while 
Mr. Ballengerran for a physician. In re- 
sponse to the question whether the beat 
inggave him any relief, the unfortunate 
aum nodded his head, and Mr. Fickiin 
renewed his efforts, but in vain. The 
obstruction had becimefirmly lodged. The 
coughing waa aooompaniad by a wheel- 
ing noise. Presently, the stran^tlin!; 
man, in his awful strangles, threw hi:^ 
bead iMck, and tomlng bia eyea foil of 
despair and of appeal to hia f»iea4a» Bank 
alowly to the floor. 

Mr. Balleaier went for Dr. Strode. 
When Reignrtsank to the floor, Mr. Wads- 
worth hurried acroHS tbe street and suc- 
ceeded in finding Dr. Owens, who hast- 
ened to the scene. He arrived too late, 
as the unfortunate man's struggtea bad 
oeaaed, and Ufa was extinot.

At tbe postmortem held by Drs.,<Owera 
and Strode, tbe throat was opened, and a 
piece of steak weighing about one ounce 
ilal. found .firmly lodged in the wind- 
pipe. 

Tbe temaina were afterwarda remored 
to Myall it Sbackleford'a undertakiog es- 
tHblisbment where they . were prepared 

for bnrial. The deceased was about 
forty-five or fifty years old, and leaves a 
wife and two or three children, who re- 
side at 1734 Main street, N. W., Wash- 
ington City. Uis oldest son holds a (iov- 
onunent (oaition in one of tbe depart 
ments at the capital. Tlie family 
formerly lived at Desmoines, Iowa. The 
deoeaaed had been ia the Penaion service 
several years as Special Examiner. He 
waa a Knigbt Templar, a meiuber of the 
OomBBandery at Deamoinea.

Tbe Legislative correspondent of tbe 
LonisTille Times saya tbe Lottery Com- 
mittee is preparing a general lottery bill 
which will be a corker. It will prohibit 
any kind of lottery under the heavieat 
penaltiaa. A fine and imprisonment will 
he the penalty for operating a lottery, 
and a fine of $^ will .be Imposed on any 
one oonrictad of buying^ a lottery ticket 
Newspspers will be forbidden, under pro- 
per penaltiea, to publish tbe sdvertisment 
of any lottery. Newspaper drawings, 
euept in diatinot form of giving pre- 
miuma, will be claased as lotteries and 
prohibited. In short, the bill will aim at 
the utter extinction of the lottery evil. 
It will not be a half-way measure.

WA8inNO'n)N, Man-h 13. — The siprnal 
oflfic« lut night furnished the following 
•peoial river bull«tiii: 

The stage of the river »t Oairo, UL, k 
fort7-«^ht and eight-tentha fact The 
water haa riaen half a fnot in tfia paat 
ttraatj-four houra, and onafootintha 
laat foor daya. Tha eoadMlaaa ara f aTor- 
able for a fvrthar rke. Wtthfai the next 
fire days the river will appwnrimate the 
highest known water, liftjr-two and two- 
tenths feet 

At Cincinnati, in the twenty-four 
hours past, therv. has been a sine of seven 
feet; at St Ijouim one foot There haa 
been a fnll of eight feet at OlwMMOOga 
and one foot at NaahviUe. 

The rainfall in the past four days has 
been three inches at LouiaviUe and Fort 
Smith, two inches and four-tenth.s at 
Indianapolia aod Cairo, about one inch 
and live-tenths at little Rook. Memphis, 
Vicksburg, Shrevepott, Cincinnati and 
Columbus, O., one Uioh M> tMtha •! St 
Louis and NaahviUe. 

The quanti^ of rain thaU has fallen in 
the dnunage area of the Ohio river in 
tha past four days is estimiUed to be 
fonr and a half ouhio miles. Three 
otthio milea of thia haa fallen in tha area 
below Cincinnati. Chattauooga and 
NashTilla. 

At YloksbarK, the stage of the river is 
forty-seven feet and four-tenths. It has 
risen four-tenths of a foot in the past 
twenty -four hours. It will proUibly 
risj to fdit y-iiiiii" Iw't. Tlicrc luis h»'oa 
an oxtcnsiN (' lin-ak in tlie main levee at 
Alsatia, tliirty-iiine inil'-s aoovu Vicks- 
burf^ on tlie west bank nl the river. 

Tlie ArkansiiH at l.ittio Rock lia-; risen 
six and a I lalf feet in tlie \mM twentv- 
f our hours. Tlie rainfall in the \ iclis- 
burg drainaf;e U'low C'ainj in the past 
four da\ s hai l>ei'n two euhic luilew. 
The present pro-.pe<;ts are tlial the sta).;i) 
of the river from Cairo to Vii ksburg and 
below will be one of tlie highest known. 
Without desiring to create general 
alarm in ttie valley of the lower Missis- 
sippi, it would seem that the coming 
staite of water warrants the advisability 
of nmelj removal of stook and such 
other property as would be daa hr o y ad by 
an asneme flood. 

Owing to the lack of a larger number 
of rainfall stations from which to accu- 
rately deduce the entire amount of rain- 
fall, the signal ofHce is unable to give
